Printers, sewers, folders, and binders, 
engaged in making Bibles and religious 
books, booksellers and publishers of re- 
ligious newspapers, who are doing much 
to increase the knowledge of the gospel 
and to save souls, but so many of whom 
are careless about their own salvation, will 
have the mortification of knowing that, 
while their toils have been instramental 
of spiritual good to thousands, they were 
only like pack mules, that carried a load 
to market without tasting it, or like 
Noah’s carpenters, who built a ship in 
which they never sailed.

Retribution Diustrated. 

The retribution with which the sensu- 
alist is visited in this life is often terrific. | 
Every community furnishes its illustra- 
tions. The way of the transgressor of 
natural laws is bard. Many a young man 
is taking his firtt in sinful indul- 

ncees, which are sooner or later to be 
fearfal y punished. And when the time 
of reckoning comes, there is no 
no, not even if the sin is forgiven — the 
soul saved. Nature is inexorable, and 
will be av when her laws have been 
outraged. ere is no propitiatory sacri- 
fice in the realm of Nature, to which the 
sinner can flee and the just penalty 
ntance ‘and 
faith, may find pardon and cleansing and 
final salvation—but the consequence of 
perverted passions and appetites will cling 
to the individual, like the dead body chain- 
ed to the ancient criminal, till death. He 
cannot escape these consequences. 

I heard these truths presented in a lec- 
ture a few evenings since, and enforced 
by an illustration so striking, that I am 
tempted to repeat it, though I cannot 
hope to recall the exact language of the 
eloquent lecturer. 

State builds a prison for its crimi- 
nals. It piles up the massive granite, 
and constructs its dismal cells with their 
narrow, iron-grated windows. It han 
their iron doors with their massive locks 
and hinges. And when the dreary abode 
is completed, it apprehends its criminals 
and shuts them up there. Thisis the best 
thing the State can do 

But suppose now the State had the 

eriminal's own dwell- 
ing ually to change into a prison, and 
to become more and more a prison in pro- 
portion to hiscrime. Suppose the win- 
dows to gradually contract, and the iron 
gratings to form over them, and the cheer- 
ful rooms to become cold and damp and 
dark cells, and the criminal to have no 
power to escape from it when thus chang- 
ed! How much more perfect would be 
the governmeut, and how much more aw- 
ful the penalty! . 

Now, this is just what Nature does to 
the criminals under her government. The 
body is the soul’s dwelling-place. And 
when the soul, by abusing the passions and 
appetites of the body, has incurred the 
penality, it comes. The beautiful dwell- 
ing, framed by the Infinite Architect, 
gradually changes into a filthy and miser- 
able prison for the soul. It eannot escape 
from it. It must dwell there—loathsome 
and dark as the prison is. 

How many such prison-houses of hu- 
man souls does one meet in the daily walks 
of life—beautifal stractures—modeled with 
infinite skill, to be rens and comforta- 
ble abodes of the indwelling spirits, but 
now how changed into dreary prisons! 


And how many among the young ofa 
thronged city, are ually changing the 
dwelling-places of their souls into just sach 


cheerless prisons! The glutton, the drank- 
ard, the debauchee, if there were no ret- 
ribution beyond the grave, are preparing 
for themselves an awful retribution here. 
The State never built a prison so dismal 


as that into which the body may be chang- 


ed by depraved passions. Young man, 
look at one of these transformed human 
bodies—one on which vice has done its 
work, and say for what earthly considera- 
tion would you have your soul shut up in 
such a prison-house! Would you not pre- 
fer to go with a pure and healthy body to 
the cell of a granite prison, rather than 
be compelled to move about under the free 
light and air of heaven in such a prison- 
house as is the body of the drunkard or 
the libertine? Believe it, the penalties 
which Nature has, with which ti avenge 
the erimes committed against her, are 
fearful and inevitable. No fugitive escapes 
her police. In à foreign land, in the 
throngs of the crowded city, and in the 
deepest solitude, she searches out and 
seizes and punishes her criminals. Soon- 
er or later, unless the individual is remov- 
ed to the more fearful retributions of 
another state, he must suffer the penalty 
of every one of Nature’s laws which he 
has violated.— Examiner. 


Teaching Children Hymns. 

Some one, in urging upon parents the 
duty of teaching their children spiritual 
songs and hymns, very appropriately re- 
marks, “There is a chord in every human 
soul which is touched by poetry ;” hence 
the magical power of ballads, national 
songs and religious hymns.

Where- 
ever there are pi Germans, you find 
them with their beloved hymn-books ; and, 
from frequent use, they generally know 
greet nambers of these hymns by heart. 
t is an error to confine children to the 
learning of children’s hymns, because, 
when they become older, these will hav 
lost much of their fitgess. Why should 
we not fill our children’s minds with the 
choicest evangelical hymns of the lan- 
guage? These they will remember after 
we are dead and gone. They should not 
merely be learned once, and then left for 
others, but repeated again and again, and 
sung over, in order to fix them in the 
memory, and lay a basis for lasting associ- 
ations. The old words and the old tune 
come back to us, in after-life, with inde- 
scribable tenderness. Let the

All our theatres are not now houses of as- 
signation ; yet to this day, with all the 
sensitiveness on the score of moral decency,

y public opinion, there are theatrical 
managers who claim the patronage of a 
Christian community, through the too 
open colamns of the daily press, for their 
exhibitions in houses in which a place is 
regularly set apart for prostitutes, who are 
invited gratuitously to add to the attrac- 
tions, and entice the young and the de- 
bauched. Moreover, when in compliance 
with the moral sentiment of the public the 
cyprian has been thrust from the boxes 
we see her reappearing in all her flaunting 
recklessness on the theatrical stuge. In 
the most pepe operas and dramas of the 
day, she walks the boards the admired 
heroine. 

The younger Dumas, under the despot- 
ism of a tyrant, taking a bint from the 
drunken orgies of the wild anarchy of the 
French Revolution, sets a crown upon the 
impudent brow of the courtesan, and en- 
veloping her with the incense of his per- 
verted genius, calls upon the world to 
worship her as the goddess of the age. 
With the ueual obsequiousness of our t 
atrical flankeyism, which, like a servile 
valet, dresses itself in the cast-off finery of 
the French , the profligate Dame aux 
Camelias, the Demi-Monde, the Filles de 
Marbre, and other gilded idols of Parisian 
vice are brought over, losing much of the 
brightness of their gilt in the transporta- 
tion, but none of their foulness, and set ap 
in our midst, that we, too, like France, 
may bow down before a wanton. A daily 
paper, speaking of an American version of 
the Filles de Marbre, under the moral- 
balancing title of Vice and Virtue,” now 
being played at the Broadway theatre, 
says, “Virtue is not rewarded, and Vice is 
triumphant in this as in the French edi- 
tion,” and give us the only hope for mor- 
ality that the piece was badly acted. “To 
have any success,” adds the critic, “Vice 
and Virtue must be well played.” There 
is some security in the stupidity: of the 
American stage, but we fear there are 
many less fastidious than our daily editor, 
who may be attracted by Vice, although 
not “well played.” 

The drama in America, from its inapti- 
tude and rudeness, does not attract the 
taste of the refined ; and from its 
positively repels the sentiment of the 
moral. Its influence is confined to cor- 
rupting the inexperienced, or fixing the 
habits of the vicious, Entirely a foreign 
thing in its nature and management, the 
so-called American drama has never yet 
touched the national sympathy, and ac- 
cordingly its bad effects are, fortunately, 
very restricted. It is only after all a kind 
of chiffonier, or rag-picker, which fumbles 
in the filth of society, and gathers up the 
loose ends and dirty shred of humani- 
ty. These, however, are worth the trial of 
puritication, and it becomes social reform- 
ers to attempt it. 

What better proof can you have of the 
evil influence of the theatre than the rapid 
corruption which ensues in a neighborhood 
on the raising of one of these temples of 
vice? No sooner is the flaming poster 
stuck up, the doors opened, and the gas 
lighted, than decency flies it as health does 
a plague-spot. The erection of a theatre 
in a previously respectable quarter of one 
of our cities, is well known to destroy that 
quarter for any future decency of life. The 
private house is turned into the bagnio ; 
the shop of honest trade into the faro sa- 
loon or bar-room; and the playhouse 
stands a spectacle of vice, supported by its 
congenial aids of rowdyism, gambling, 
drankenness, and prostitution. Verily, 
the national taste and morality do well in 
scorning the Theatre and its Friends.“ — 
Harpers Weekly.

The Key of the Bastille. 

Lately appeared in La Phare, a French 
newspaper published in this city, the following 
curious account, by which it would appear that 
the key of tne Bastille has recently been dis 
covered in France. This key, it may be remem- 
bered was presented to General Washington by 
Lafayette. and was for a long time kept at 
Mount Vernon suspended in a glass case over the 
chimney-piece in the dining-room. How comes 
it that it has just turned up in France? The 
article below states distinctly that the key just 
found is that of the main entrance, so that its 
identity with that formerly at Mount Vernon 
would seem to be established. Supposing this 
to be true, can any of our readers inform us 
how the key passed out of Washington's or his 
family’s possession? The following is the arti- 
cle in question: | 

A few days after the taking of the Bastille, 
July 16, 1789, the stones of this fortress were 
— — by the celebrated engineer, Peronet, 
in the construction of the bridge Louis XVI., 
or Concord, of which the foundations had been 
lain two years before—in 1787. ‘They reserved, 
however, as many stones, about a in 
length, as there were departments in France, 
and out of these stones models of the Bastille 
were formed, which have been preserved a loog 
time together with fragments of the chains 
found in the dungeons of the fortress. 

Antiquaries and formers of collections are 
doubtless ignorant of the existence of an arch- 
eological curiosity, which is V not the 
only one of the kind, and which more than one 
museum would be to enrich itself with — 
A locksmith of Villeneuve on Vanne, by the 
name of Vernet, at this moment and

guards as a precious relic, the. key of the prin-- 


cipal entrance to that formidable prison which 
for centuries past has been closed upon so great 
a number of citizens ofall classes. The cir- 
cumstances iu uence of which this brave 
artisan finds himself the direct and, so to speak 
authentic possessor of this instrument which 
has become historic, would be too lenghthy to 
narrate here, although they are not devoid of 
interest. The dimensionsof this key are as 
follows : 
Leogth, thirty centimetres. The ward is 
ninety-eight millimetres high by forty-five in 
length; the ring is eighty-five millimetres in 
breadth ; the trunk of the key is fifteen mi lli- 
metres in diameter. centimetre is the 
hundreth, and the millimetre the thousandth 
rt of an English within a fraction.) 
he principal eutrance to the Bastille was on 
the south side, at the extremity of the Rue 
St. Antoine. Theold entrance was situated 
on the esstern side, between the towers named 
the Treasury and the Chapel. 
It is known that fortress, 
restored in the reign of Charles V, by Hugh 
Aubriot, Provost of Paris, was com of 
eight huge towers of hewn stones, which tow- 
ets were joined to each other by uniform rem- 
of solid masonry. Those on the side 
of thecity were called the Towers of the Well, 
of Liberty, de la Bertaniere, and de la Bassin- 
iere, and looking towards the suburbs, 
the Towers of the Corner, of the Chapel, of 
the Treasury, and of the County.

The type of popular education which 
seems to secure general favor in this day, 
is open to some criticism. It is excessive 
and exaéting. Our children are 
beyond measure by the number and variety 
of their studies. Our American t, 
which is summed up in one word, fast,“ 
seems to have gained of our 


schools, bo blic ivate ; and the 
great E to drive the young ind 


along its iron track of education at the 
utmost possible speed. Physical health - 
and development, and the light-hearted- 
ness of youth, must be sacrificed to edu- 
cation. Religious privileges, and divine 
lessons, however desirable in the jud 

ment of Christian families, must yet yield 
to the supreme exactions of secular edu- 


cation. | 

And it often ns that this railrosd 
speed of our schoola, in doing their work, 
really defeats its own ends. For, with 
all our liberal endowments, with our ex- 
cellent books, our teachers so amply quali- 
fied, and all our admirable machinery of 
education, it is yet true that we fail to a 
sad degree of reaching the goal of all these 
endeavors. 

We gain, too often, an overcrowded in- 
struction, while we fail of a healthful edu- 
cation. It is like going to the orchard in 
n tying fruit with cords u 
the trees, which should be left to bud and 
blossom, and bear fruit in their season.— 
The process of growth is too slow, and so 
we would force it by artificial means. It 
is certainly a beautiful sight to see the or- 
chards, in spring-time, bending under the 
golden fruit, even when that fruit hangs 
only uy strings upon the boughs. But this 
will all decay and fall off before autumn. 
So, our systems of education seem to aim 
too much at hanging knowledge on the 
mind, which can only attain an W * 
strength by gradual development. They 
effect instruction rather than education; 
between which two words there is a very 
suggestive distinction to be made. We 
instract, when we furnish the mind with 
knowledge. We educate, when that knowl- 
edge is so communicated as to lead out 
and develop the mind itself, arousing its 
own powers of thought. 

This last is, of course, the true design of 
all instruction. But this education for 
immediate effect ; this forcing the mind in 
its youth ; this development of uneducated 
learning in the young, is precisely like ty- 
ing fruit where it should be left to grow, 
more slowly, indeed, but to a higher pur- 
pose. Modern science has revealed many 
accelerating processes ; but it has not yet 
condensed the growth of a giant oak to 
the space of a single year, nor given us an 
educated mind by any other course than 
gradual, patient, aud healthful develop- 
ment. Nei York Observer,

In the di of school duties, preserve a 
quiet self- ; do not scold nor fret.

The New York papers are laden with re 
flections upon the melancholy condition of that 
city. Something like the same state of things 
has obtained there which prevailed in our city 
a few years since, when it was at the great 
peril of life that one ventured to walk at night 
ie unfrequented streets. And some journals, 
the New York Independent included, have 
suggested the possibility of a necessity for 
resorting to some such popular measure as was 
recently employed so successfatly to purge our 
city of its most terrible pests. Mayor Wood 
long since lost the confidence that was once re- 
posed in him, as irrecoverably as President 
Pierce has lost the dignity with which be was 
ushered into office. Men of the worst charac- 
ters manage to get upon the police and to fill 
other stations of power. A of personal 
insecurity pervades minds hitherto unaccus- 
tomed to the impulse of fear. Physicians and 
pastors are conscious of unsafety when called 
out at night to minister to the sick and dying. 
When all these evils shall have ſuereased ten- 
fold ; when almost every office of New York 
is filled by a public plunderer or a companion 
and accomplice of thieves and murders ; when, 
in consequence, the burden of taxation shall 
have become insupportable, and when life shall 
have become more insecure; when dead bodies 
shall be found nightly floating around the 
wharves, one for every forty thousand of their 
population ; when Broadway is startled at 
midday with an assassination committed in 
firm and reasonable confidence of immunity; 
and when, after repeated experiments, the ballot- 
box is found to be no longer @ representative 
of the public will, and to be utterly powerless 
to change the existing state of things—when all 
these evils are fastened upon them, then may 
New Yorkers cease the miserable farce of is- 
suing warrants to detain and annoy the citi- 
zens of San Francisco upon the affidavits of 
outlaws, whose character has never yet found 
a defender in this city, and who were merci- 
fully spared the death they deserved for all 
their crimes.

Jesus”; that he was slain of his brethren for 
telling the truth, and for the sake ot the “secret 
order” of Masons, of whom he was “Grand 
Past Mark Master”; that his destiny is now to 
discover to the world the “ holy arcana” of all 


This being of singular fancies has an odd 
mechanical faculty, and has constructed of 
strips of wood ali sorts of strangely shaped 
figures to illustrate numerical passages” of 
Scripture, such as Gen. iv. 24. This is a sep. 
tagon for centre, and a series of polygonal figures 
around it, whose angles amount to seventy. 
seven. He has planted a stalk of several kinds 
of grains growing in his room. He has a 
great passion for making handles for knives and 
forks of the leg-bones of sheep; bas covered 
his room with circles concentric and eccentric, 
to aid him in his abstruse calculations. 

He has amended and corrected Pitman’s sys- 
tem of Phonography, in which improved style 
he has written several works; among others 
his autobiography, which he styles “ The Au- 
tobiography of a Fool,” qualifying this title 
with the proverb, “It takes a wise man to 
make a fool.” Nothing can be more painful 
than some of his thoughts and styles of ex 
pression. He, in his autobiography, calls 
himself the Amen“; claims to have been the 
inventor of the numerical symbols now used ; 
depicts a wonderful past; predicts a marvel- 
lous future; is perfectly aware of the nature 
of his asylum, and laughs at the charge of lunacy- 
He retorts the charge: All the world is mad 
to him, and he is mad to all the world. 

There is method in his madness. 

Nature has evidently gifted him with abili- 
ties superior to his class, a backwoods farmer. 
Had his education been different ; had he never 
been befooled and destroyed by the balderdash 
of Spiritualism, he would now have been filling 
a useful post, perhaps an ornament and a help 
instead of the distressing caricature on intel- 
leet and a belpless barden on the commanity. 

The more I see and the more deeply I ex- 
amine man in his mental and moral nature, the 
more firmly am I convinced of one great fact : 
once cast faith adrift from the truths of God's 
revelation, and like a chartless, rudderless, 
compassiess hulk on the stormy deep, he will 
be tossed on every wave of fanaticism, and 
be driven by every wind of folly. 

The mind will meditate just as the senses 
will perceive ; it is a necessity of its very exist- 
ence. The Being good enough and wise 
enough to create the miod with this faculty and 
necessity, must be good and wise enough to 
give itsome chart as iofallible and compre- 
bensi ve as its desires are soaring and inconstant. 
The creature formed must be directed. The 
Creator who formed must ¢irect. The being 
who yielded to the Creator, who needs a pre- 
server, must yield to the guide. To desert 
that guide is to wander into darkness. To 
wander into darkness is to hazard incvitable 
loss. for the present, probable ruin for the fu- 
ture. The greatest gift that ungaided ramb- 
lings among usknown regions can bestow is, at 
least, but a feverish excitement, and a sense of 
liberty that is itself oppressive. Very soon 
the undue excitement must me succeeded by an 
equal and compensating depression; and the 
being boasting freedom, because liberated from 
the Bible, becomes the slave of a thousand

My letter, pablished in 
the Pacific of laat week, gave the result of our 
late city election as it was announced the fol- 
lowing morning, and it is pearly correct. But 
after a more careful canvass it was found that 
the People’s candidate for Assessor was elcct- 
‘ed also, as well as those for Recorder, Treas- 
urer, Marshal, and Clerk; and further, it was 
ascertained that Col. Rust, editor of the Ex- 
press, the Demooratie candidate for School 
Commissioner, who was at first reported as 
elected by about two hundred majority, had 
come out second best, Mr. Goodwin, the Peo- 
ple’s candidate, being elected. 

Upon the whole, it is considered a triumph 
in favor of the People’s ticket. The contest 
was a warm one, and was a close run;“ but 
few of those elected having gained a very 
large majority. 

The excitement of the occasion has subsid- 
ed, and business goes on now as formerly, and 
even more briskly, I should judge, than daring 
the previous week, as it is reported the dust 
trade has improved, which is a good criterion ;

This lad had 
started to go and bring home the cows, and 
being afraid of these men, conéealed himself in 
a ditch, where he heard one of the men say, 
“If he will not give up the money, kill him and 
take it.” 

Sach an oecurrence I hope may never take 
place again within the borders of our city, for 
auch as this the press of the Atlantic States 
comment upon, and from it judge our v 
tire society. But they will find after a while 
that we are uot all so exceedingly degraded 
above other men. Villains, cutthroats, thieves, 
robbers, and murderers from other lands have 
sought a home in this State, where they might 
satisfy their evil propensities, as they hoped, 
withog$detection or punishment. Whea we 
sball have rid ourselves of these notorious 
characters we will compete with the older 
States for good, peaceable, and pure society. 
I think there is not a city in New England it- 
self, which can boast of a more generous, up- 
right, unselfish, honest, and fair-dealing set of 
business men than we have in this city of Ma- 
rysville. We owe much, also, to}those noble 
hearted women who have left the home of their 
childhood, and come to this land, willing to en-

proud to call their husbands. They, too, have 
a care for our city’s highest interests. A few

The society of the Rev. Mr. Walsworth 
(Presbyterian) anticipate during the present 
year to erect a new church, a model of which 
Ihave seen. It will cost about $250,000 
when completed and furnished, and will be one 
of the finest churches in the State. 

Their present place of worship has become 
too small for his increased congregation, and 
they find it necessary to build a new and large 
church. The chapel is small, and was erected 
for temporary occupation, after their church 
was consumed by fire, some time ago. Mr. 
Walsworth has had the good fortune and great 
pleasure, by his straight-forward and upright 
course, to give general satisfaction, and gain 
the good will of the people. During the past 
winter he has been instructing his congregation 
each Sabbath eve with lectures on Egypt, Pe- 
trea Idumea, and the prophecies concerning 


them—endeavoring by this means to bring out 
facts to substantiate the truth of the divine 


Scriptures. At present he is engaged upon a 


course of lectures GOncerning the prophecies 
against the Jews and Jerusalem.

Whether Hebrew or heathen, when a man en- 
tered into a contract. with a servant, be was 
said to have bought him ; (as when he married 
a wife he was said to have bought Aer;) and as 
to the obligation to fulfil the contract, and 
perform the work paid for, the servant was de- 
scribed as his money, bis possession, for that 
contracted period. Hebrews thus sold them- 
selves to strangers or heathen, and heathea 
sold themselves to Hebrews, bat in every case 
as freemen, in no . as 2 There is 
no such idea as that of property in man recog- 
nized, except as a wicked oppression; and the 
whole Mosaic legislation guarded the people 


at int against such oppression, and 
was admirably contrived to render it impos 
sible. 


In eonsequence of these careful and humane 
statutes, both the spirit of the Hebrew con- 
stitations and the letter of the law 80 effectu- 
ally freedom as a personal birthright, 
that Whe idea of slavery, in our sense of the term, 
was never embodied in the | . Thereis 
no word to signify what we call a slave—a 
human being into an article of pro 
erty. And the laws were minute and specific 
in to the treatment of servants, and 
their rights, to such a degree, with such ex- 
plicitness and exactness, in order that there 
might never be any temptation to introdace or 
establish slavery in the land; it being from the 
outset made so impessible, that without direct 
defiance of Almighty God, no man could intend 
such a and no tribe could accomplish it. 
And ingly, notwithstanding all the op- 
pression of which the Jews were guilty, and 
the instances and forms in which they evaded 
the law, and at length attempted to establish 
slavery itself instead of the system of voluntary 
paid service prescribed by law, yet never at 
any time in Palestine was there any slave- 
mart or public slave-traffic. Babylon and 
Tyre, Greece and Rome, all nations of the earth, 
indeed, out of the land that was under the 
teaching and discipline of these laws of God, 
maintained the slave trade; and never a phi- 
losopher, unenlightened by God's Word, rose 
high enough to see its wickedness; but in 


Judea, its violation of the first principles of 


justice and humanity were so manifest by the 
law of God, and so many statutes combined to 
render it impossible, that though the idol altars 
of the heathen world were at length vatural- 
ized in and in the of idol 
worshi were carri ong, yet 
the 2 traffic — the slave marts never once 
obtained a footing.

Soraso 
or Chinese Sugar Millet, as it y 
called, is a plant, closely allied to our common 
broom-corn, which has, during the past two or 
three , been attracting great attention 
both as a superior fodder crop and as a means 
of producing a good, and, at the same time, 
low priced syrup or molasses and sugar. 

From the last Report of the Patent Office, 
we select the following important testimony 
on the subject : ä 

J. F. C. Hyde, of Newton Centre, Mass. 
says that he planted on the 20th of May, and 
that, in the latter part of September, just 
after the plant was past its bloom, he cut all 
of his Sorgho that be did not wish to save for 
seed, and after stripping off the leaves and 
using them for fodder, he out the juice 
from the stalks add boiled it down to molasses, 
making about one-fifth of the original bulk of 
as fine a syrup as can be bought in Massachu- 
setts, for from fifty to sixty cents per gallon, 
which price we know would there command 
the best in the market. 

“T have,” says Mr. H.,“ not a doubt but 
that the finest sugar can be made from it at a 
paying pcs and if the plant proves on fur- 
ther trial what 1 think it is, sagar-mills will 
be erected in almost every town of the good 
old Bay State. I fully believe, from my lim- 
ited experience, that we may successfully com- 
pete with Louisiana in producing sugar and 


molasses, and I think this plant one of the 


most valuable articles that has been intro- 
duced for many years, and second in import- 
ance to but few things that a farmer can grow. 
It is excellent for green fodder; horses, 
cows and pigaeat the stalks and leaves with 
uvidity.” 

Joseph O. Orth, of Wabash county, Illi- 
nois, cultivated it exactly as he did his Indian 
corn; was delighted with it as a fodder-crop, 
and is satisfied that its juice will yield twenty- 
five per cent. of fine molasses and fifteen 
per cent. of good sugar. 

Richard Peters, of Atlanta, Ga., who had 
planted it, says : | 

“The cost of making the syrap in upper 
Georgia, in my opinion, will not exceed ten or 


cents per gallon. This I shall be able 
to test ano season, by planting and work- 
ing up fifty acres of the cane. 


“Tam satisfied that this plant will enable 


every planter and farmer of the Southern 
States to make at home all the syrup required 
for family use, and 1 believe our chemists will 
soon teach us how to convert the syrup into 
sugar, for export, as-one of the staples of our 
favored clime.”

The San Antonio Times says: “The

A Quebec paper, of a recent date, no- 
tices the discovery in the vicinity of that 
city of some fossil remains of a monster 
animal, supposed to be those of a masto- 
don. A tooth was found about seven or 
eight inches in length across the face, by 
four or five in width, and seemed to have 
been broken outof a jaw. There were 
also found, in the same spot, two enor- 
mous tusks, eight and a half feet from one 
end to the other, and curving back, 80 
that the ends were nearly parallel; also 
two thigh-bones three feet long, and un- 
der jaw-bone over three feet long; several 
ribs from three to four feet in length from 
point to point, and six teeth, weighing six 
pounds or more each, 

The late Governor Sprague of Rhode 
Island, commenced the foundation of a 
cotton factory at Lord’s Bridge, on She- 
tucket river, some five or six miles above 
Norwich, which was to be the largest 
structure of the kind in the United States. 
The factory itself was to be nine hundred 
and fifty-two feet long, the number of 
looms 1200, and the number of houses for 
the operatives, 200. It is now reported 
that fifteen hundred men will soon be set 
to work to carry out the original plan. 
Gov. Sprague expended $100,000 in lay- 
ing the foundation, merely.
